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TRAIL TOO CLOSE 
TO THE ROCKIES 


Envoy of Grande Prairie Settlers 
Favors Building Wagon Road 
Nearer Edmonton 


Two envoys of the settlers of Grand 
Prairie, sent to locate a rvute for a 
direct road from a point on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, railway, and to solicit 


the interest of the provincial govern- 
ment in the matter, arrived in Edmon- 
ton late lost night. The two represen- 
tatives of the people of the last North- 
West ere H. Roberts, of Bear Lake, 
and L. H. Adair, of Fish Creek. They 
left Grand Prairie on Friday, June 
ard, striking ‘south from Beaver lodge, 
ten miles west of Saskatoon Lake, and 
followed the old hunting trail, propos- 
ed as a route for a wagon road, south 
to a point on the G. T. P. grade about 
twelv@ miles from the mouth of the 
Yellowhead Pass, 

Louis Gusstine, the Indian guide of 
Fiying Shot Lake, led the way along 
the old trail which has been seldom 
followed of late years. The trip 
through the wilds, for a distance of 
about 200 miles, was made in ten days. 

Petition From Grand Prairie. , 

Messrs. Robetts and Adair are the 

bearers of the following letter;— 
Saskatoon Lake, May 21, 1910. 
To Whom it May Concern. 

The necesities of the case connected 
with the difficulties of travel involving 
much anxiety and expense in coming 
into the country during several years 
back, but especially this year, have 
compelled the people of Grand Prairie 
to agitate in favor of a direct road to 
and from some point on the G. T, P. 
railway, 

Therefore we, the undersigned, re- 
peesenting the people of Grand Prairie 
and duly appointed as a committee, do 
respectfully solicit your interest in this 
important matter, and we furher in- 
troduce the bearers of this letter who 
have been commissioned by us to lo- 
cate a road that will facilitate means 
of transportation into this part of the 
provinced.

Too Rough for Road. 

Mr. Roberts, when seen by the Bul- 
letin this morning, stated that as a 
result of his exploration of the Jasper 
House trail he had formed the conclu- 
sion that it was not a practicable route 
for a wagon road. The trail ran too 
close to the mountains for the making 
of a good road. It was muskegy in 
many places. There were toilsome 
steeps and a great deal of jack pine 
and burned and fallen’ timber ob- 
structed the trail. In some places the 
party had to cut their way through. 
There was no hay along the route. 

Mr. Roberts was of the opinion that 
a much better route for a wagon road 
could be found from Medicine Lodge 
or the mouth of e Macleod river. 
He is acquainted th the country in 
this direction and believes a practic- 
able wagon route is to be had. Two 
guides who have trapped ail through 
the country from Wolf Creek west to 
the mountains, John Finlay and Pa- 
trick Paul, are ready to point out a 
direct route for a wagon road from 
the mouth of the Macleod to Grand 
Prairie. On his return at the end of 
this week, Mr. Roberts will follow this 
road with Finlay and Paul, who live 
near the junetion the Athabasca 
with the Macleod, as guides. 

Want Road Near Edimonton, 

“The settlers of Grand Prairie want 
the road to come as near Edmonton 
as possible,’ said Mr, Roberts to the 
Bulletin. ‘All want to come in to 
Edmonton, and the nearer to the city 
the road runs, the less will be the ex- 
penses of travelling. We would like 
to be able to drive all the way in to 
the city. We do not expect to see 
any big city between the Pembina and 
the mountains as there is no country 
in that district to keep it up. This 
means we've got to come to Edmon- 
ton.” 

Mr. Roberts stated that the home- 


of 


steaders of the Grand Prairie, now 
about 200 in number, had already 
subscribed several thousand dollars 


towards the road project. It was the 
intention to seek the co-operation of 
the government and the Edmonton 
board of trade in the building of the 
road, 

The Old Hunting Trail. 

Mr. Roberts outlined the trip along 
the old trail. Striking south from 
Beaver Lodge on June 3rd, the party 
camped the first night on the 18th 
base line. The next day they made 
Moose Creek, north of Moose moun- 
tain, having travelled all day through 
burned timber, the result of the ray- 
ages of a forest fire of three or — 
years ago. From Pine Creek south 
to Cut Bank Creek the country was 
found hilly and muskegy. Travelling 
the bank of Cut Creek west for four 
miles and ther east along a small 
creek through jack pine and muskeg, 
the party passed Beaver House lake 
The country here was heavily timber- 
ed with jack pine and spruce, all 
green. Travelling on to Three Creeks 
the party took the right hand creek 
towards the mouth of Pine Creek, on 
to Porcupine Creek, Here three miles 
of miserable pack trail was encoun- 
tered, covered with burned timber and 
windfall, In some places a way had 
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to be cul through. From Poreupine 
Creek the party struck south and west 
over a high hill to the Smoky River. 

Crossing the Smokey a day was 
spent in travelling through burned 
jack pine. The next day the party 
left the south bank of the Smokey 
and travelled a little south of enst, 
mostly through muskeg and burned 
timber. A good trail was found the 
next day running down a valley for 
15 miles towards the Athabasca, Find 
ing the valley was leading too far to 
the west, the party struck across a 
high range of hills and came upon 
a fairly good pack trail leading south 
to Jasper Pass. For the remainder 
of the distance te the G. T. P. grade. 
about forty miles, this trail continue 1. 
A trail which could be made into a 
good sleigh road but difficult to be

Ther has been a small vote ‘on the 
city bylaws up to noon today, but 
with the ciearing of the weather it 
is expected that many ratepayers will 
turn out before the polls close at five 
o'clock. 

Those most deeply interested in the 
radial railway agreement and the hos- 
pital bylaw are doing considerable 
canvassing and have a number of 
teams in use, but there is no apparent 
effort to get out voters for or against 
the other three bylaws that are being 
voted on. ‘ 

It is pretty generally believed that 
the five will be endorsed with good 
majorities by the ratepayers. With 
the ratificetion of the hospital bylaw 
for $125,000 work will at once be 
begun upop the institution. 

The granf of $75,000 to the Exhibi- 
tion association is necessary in order 
to have the grounds in shape for this 
year's fair. 

The radial railway agreement with 
recent amendments, is now generally 
satisfactory, and th® Pintsch gas by- 
law is of little importance and has 
brought outsno opposition. 

The bylaw for $25,000 to purchase 
the library site on College avenue will 
in all probability also be endorsed. It 
is not likely, however, that anything 
will be done this year towards the 
erection of the building.

y STRIKE. 


Newly-Formed Union in Calgary Are 
Looking for Higher Wages. 

Calgary, June 20.—Dr. Thos. Daw- 
son, the new health officer of Calgary, 
formerly assistant health officer of 
Birmingham, England, arrived here 
Saturday. Iie says he does not know 
yet just when he will assume his 
duties actively as health officer. 

A strike of the bakers and confec- 
tioners of Calgary may be next. 
Charles H,. Taylor, secretary of a 
newly organized union of that craft, 
announced last night that unless the 
bosses come through with a promise 
by next Thursday to pay more wages 


and agree to shorter hours of labor, 
himself and thirty-one others of the 
rolling-pin will lay down their tools. 


The most embarassing thing about the 
situation is that should the men strike 
on Saturday it will be on the eve of 
the opening of the provincial fair, 
when their services are regarded as 
alinost indispensible, It will be a 
serious inconvenience, especially to 
restaurants and hotels, which do not 
bake their own bread and which will 
be especiatly busy during fair time. 

“The bakers and confectioners are 
the poorest paid mechanics in the 
city,’ said Mr. Taylor last night, “they 
get than common laborer. 
Soine of work 16 and 17 
day for $14 and $15 a week We are 
asking for a nine hour day and $25 
a week for foreman and $20 for table 
hands, Wages now range on the 
average from $15 to 20 a_ week. 

“Three of the largest bakeries in 
the city, Shelley's, Jackson's and the 
Calgary Baking Co,, Ltd, formerly 
econducte® by Mrs. Stirrett, are will- 
ing to grant our demands, The new 
union has been in process of forma- 
tion for only two or three weeks. 
Saturday night the officers were in- 
stalled, John McWalter being  presi- 
dent.”

STEAMERS COLLIDE 
IN ENGLISH CHANNEL 


In Impenctrable Fog Steamer Yews 
Hammed the La Rochelle, Cutting 
Iatter Almost in Two—Captain 
and Eight Men Drowned When 
Steamer Sank, ‘ 


Holyhead, England, June 20.— 
Rammed by the steamer Yews and 
cut almost in two, the steamer La 
Rochelle san¥ within five minutes of 
the collision early today, carrying the 
captain and eight men to death in the 
English channel. Two survivors were 
picked up by the boats of the Yews. 

The collision came in a dense fog 
and neither boat had warning. The 


Yews, steaming at half speed through 


an almost imperetrable fog, struck 
the La Rochelle squarely amidship, 
her steel bow sheering almost en- 


tirely through the other craft. 

None but the early watches of both 
vessels was on deck. Several vic~ 
tims were pinned in their quarters be- | 


low and were unable to gain the 
deck before the boat went down, In| 
the confusion, the Yews backed 


away from the La Rochelle, permitt- | 
ing water to run into the immense 
hole in her side.

FORMER SLAVE ASKS 
FOR JOB IN CALGARY 


Veritable “Uncle Tom," 80 Years Old. 
Tells Pathetic Story To City Fath- 
ers—!s Brother of John Ward, A 


Famous Eroncho Buster in the 
Calgary District. 
Calgary, June 19.—Stories of the 
slave trade in the Southern States 
with all its attendant horrors were 


vividly brought to the minds of the 
city commissioners yesterday morning 
when George Ware, a veritable “Uncle 
Tom,’’ who declared that he was °0 
years of age, called upon the triumvi.- 
ate and pleaded for a “little some- 
thing to do, so that he might live.”’ 

Though “Uncle George” hag lost 
most of the wool from the top of his 
head, and complained of having sore 
feet, and carried a stout etick to 1e- 
lieve him, as much as possible, he 
appeared quite able-bodied, and sur- 
prised the commissioners and, in fact, 
everyone in the room, when he said 
in answer to one of the mayor's ques- 
tions, that he was 80 years of age. 
All his faculties, with the exception 
of the sight in one of his eyes, ap- 
peared to be unimpaired, and but for 
the abuse received by him during 5is 
childhood servitude on the ‘‘ol plan- 
tation,” this would probably have 
been as well preserved as the rest of 
his senses. 

“Uncle George”’ told the newspaper- 
man who happengd to be in the of- 
fice that he was borm on a plantation 


near Frederickeville, Georgia, and 
from the time of his birth until ne 
was 35 years of age, knew nothing 


but slavery. He worked on the plaa- 
tation with many other men, women 
and chikiren of ‘hie race, and knew 
nothing but toil and abuse from hs 
brutal overseers. 

“How did you lose the use of your 
eye, Uncle George?” asked the news- 
paperman 

“Ohile, ah lost mah poor ole 
w’en ah was a kiddy workin’ on ce 
ole plantation down in Geo’gia, Dat 
ole tblack mammy who was alookin 
us hit me in mah eye wit’ a 
peach tree switeh, an’ ah ain’t nevvah 
had much use 0’ it sinee.”’ 

In 1865, when the slaves were eman- 
cipated, Uncle George was 35 year 
old, apg came up to Oanada.

first settled in Kent Gounty, Ontario, 
near the town of Chatham, where he 


lived and worked until a few years 
ago, 

He left there to come to Calgary, 
when his brother John was killed 
about three years ago. John Ware 
was very well known and respected 
all through Southern Alberta’ and 
Montana, and was quite famous as 
“a cow puncher and broncho buster 
He was one of the best riders in 
this part of the countr and used to 
give exhibitions of rough riding, 
broncho busting and roping here when 
Calgary was a small cow town. He 
worked for George Lane and many 
of th well-known ranchers in the 
Calgary district, and by hard work 


and economy saved enough money to 
purenase a good-sized ranch and large 


herds of cattle. His ranch was near 
the present town of Brooks John 
came to his end in the saddle. He« 


\ rounding up a bunch of cattle on 
ius ranch one day when the cow pony 
was riding placed its foot in a 
gopher hole and shot the old man 
his head. breaking his neck. 
was well fixed, so far as worldly 
xoods are concerned, but left no will 
and his property accordingly paserd 
into the possession of his family.

that Uncle George came to Calgary 
from Ontario, He has worked in-

Mr. Dowling has been engaged in 
geological work in Alberta each sum- 
mcr for the last eight years. Hither- 
t» he has worked into the mountain 
regions from the south. Last year ne 


went north to the Jasper park from 
a point on the Canadian Pacific reil- 
way and the trip in took 20 

This will be his first trip west /rom 
Ecmonton. The party will proceed 
as far west as the Yellowhead pass 
and work from there towards the 


Brazeau river, It will be out in the 
fleld until some time in October, 
Material for Cement Industries.

Made The Run From The Landing 


In Two Days. To Proceed To 
McMurray By Scow 


Grand Rapids, Alta., Tuesday, June 
ji—Hon. Frank Oliver arrived here 
last evening in a Peterborough canoe, 
He is accompanied by his private sec- 


retary and two canoemen, They left 
the Landing on Saturday evening, 
thus making the intervening 150 


miles in two days. 

The gas well at Pelican Rapids is 
still spouting gas. The attempt to 
close It last year was not successful. 
A mass of concrete was built around 
the iron pipe, but even this did not 
shut off the flow, the gas ia pouring 
out between the pipe and the con- 
crete as well as through the pipe. Ap- 
parently the only way to stop it is 
to destroy the well, which may be 
done as & means of preventing the 
waste of gas. 

Crops around the Landing look well 
and there is a large amount of settle- 
ment. The land is very good, much 
better thaa reports have represented 
it te be. Some parties were seen at 
the Landing en route for the Peace 
river with ox teams, 

Dr. Barrow, of the provincial health 
department, is here looking after the 


reported outbreak of smallpox. He 
is accompanied by his son. Barber's 
steamer is expected down from the 


Landing tomorrow and the doctor will 
return on it. 

Inspector Tremayne, of the H, B. 
Co., arrived here yesterday by canoe 
from the Landing, with two men. The 
minister of the interior will travel 
with him to Fort McMurray on a scow 
which the company have here. If 
they do not catch the steamer Graham 
at that point they will proceed by 
canoe to Fort Smith, 300 miles be- 
yond McMurray, where they will meet 


the company’s steamer, Mackenzie 
River, 
The water in the Athabasca river 


is very low, having fallen considerably 
during the past few days. Prank 
Crean, of the geographer’s branch of 
the interior department, was at the 
Landing when the party left, with a 
small steamer and scow which he is 
taking down to aid in exploratory work 
on the Athabasca between McMurray 
and Smith Landing, up the Peace 
river to the Chutes below Vermilion, 
and on Lake Athabasea, He will pro- 
bably have trouble getting the steam- 
er down unless the water rises. His 
work this summer will be between 
the Clearwater River and Lake Ath- 
abasca, 

There has been great destruction of 
timber by fire along the Athabasca 
this season and during recent years. 
The fire patrol service is not sufficient 
nor sufficiently equipped for the work. 
The country is more subject to fire 
than that along the Baskatchewan, 
the ground In places being peaty and 
in this fire smoulders throughout the 
entire summer unless rains are abund- 
ant. The dozens of boatmen passing 
and repassing daily must kindle fires 
for cooking and should they happen 
to do so on a bed of peat the result 
is a fire. Two or more men with a 
gasolene launch are needed to do ef- 


ficient patrol work on the 150 miles 
between the Landing and Grand Rap- 
ids. Enormous quantities of very 
valuable timber have been destroyed 
in comparatively recent years, but a 
large amount remains which should 
be protected at whatever cost. 
Moose are reported plentiful along 
the river, and the game law is said 
t only limited attention.

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CITIZENS FAVOR 
HOSPITAL BY-LAW 


Crowds Throng Diamond Park and 
Applaud Eloquent Appeals for 
$175,000.00 Grant 


Despite the intense heat which 
prevailed yesterday afternoon elmost 
the entire seating accommodation of 
the Diamond Park ground was in re- 
quisition for the large crowd of citi- 
zens who gathered to take oop in the 
demonstration in favor of passing 
of the hospital bylaw, upon which 
votes will be taken today. 

Long beforé the hour announced a8 
that. at which the procession would 
start from the foot of Kinistino avenue 
on Jasper East, hundreds of people 
had lined the route. ‘ 

Shortly after 2.90 o’dlock the vation 
bands ee fraternal perro Rae! which 
the pro jon was , 
fetnered, and having been marshalled 

y Mr. J. R. Hetherington, proceed 
West along Jasper avenue to third 
street and thence, by way of Victoria 
avenue, to Diamond Park. 

The procession ‘was led by the band 
of the 10lst Fusiliers, with some fif 
or more of the officers and men of 
the regiment under the command of 
Colone) Edwards. Next in order camé 
the Caledonian Pi Band, with the 
banner of the an sotiety. 
(Members of the Celedonian society, 
the society of St. Andrew's and the 
Orangemen followed, the rear of the 
jm pe ng being brought up by the 

alvation Army band. 

Lieutenant Governor Prisides. 


Within a few mimutes of the arrival 
of the ion at the park, His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor drove 
up in company with his private sec- 
retary and taking hie seat upon the 
platform that had been erected before 
the grand stand, opened the meeting. 

Having announced the hymn, ‘‘On- 
ward Christian Soldiers,” the singing 
of which was accompanied by the 
combined bands, under the direction 
of (Capt. Watts, His Honor in a few 
brief but well chosen remarks, most 
earnestly commended the cause of the 
meeting to the support of the assem- 
bled citizens, and introduced Mrs. 
Arthur Murphy, president of the 
Ladies’ Hospital Aid. 

If the frequent applause with which 
(Mrs. Murphy’s eloquent and stirring 
appeal was punctuated, may be ac- 
cepted as an indication of the attitude 
of those whom she addressed, a large 
poll in favor of the hospital bylaw 
may be regarded as assured. 

Having, on behalf of the hospital 
workers, thanked His Honor for gra- 
ciously consenting to preside at the 
méeting, andColonel Edwards and bis 
men, the bands and choirs, who had 
assisted in the yemonstration, Mrs. 
Murphy proceeded in a most able man- 
ner, to state several of the reasons 
why the hospital bylaw, authorising 
the issue of debentures to the amount 
of $175,000.00, should command the 
support of the citizens. 

Mrs. Murphy’s Address. 

Mrs, Murphy said in part: ‘The 
debéerturés being spread out over a 
period of forty years, the citizens of 
the next forty years wifll bear their 
share of the burden. In the second 
place, one-third of the ratepayers are 
absentee landlords. They have in- 
vested in the city and you and I ere 
making the values of their property, 
They, therefore, should bear their 
share of the burden. In the third 
place, we ask you to support the by- 
law because a city hospital is sadly 
needed. Almost daily people are be- 
ing turned away because there is no 
room for them. 

“This country is a man’s country. 
To a large extent its population is a 
bachelor population. These men, wo 
are without homes, come to our hos- 
pitals in time of sickness and we are 
often obliged to turn them away. 

‘{Moreover, in the district surround- 
ing Edmonton there are a large num- 
ber of villages and small towns, lack- 
ing the equipment and facilities fcr 
the proper treatment of the more seri- 
ous forms of disease, and dependent, 
therefore, upon this city for assistance 
which a sufficiently large and well 
equipped ‘hospital can supply. 

“They are not a pauper population. 
They come with money, prepared to 
pay for the attention they receive. 

“One firm in the city has spent 
more than a million dollars in erect- 
ing a building for the ‘cure’ of dead 
animals. It is surely not too much to 
ask you to spend less than one-fifth 
of that amount to oure our live men. 
(Laughter and applause). 

“T would ask your support, in tlre 
fourth place, because of the wider 
spirit of Ohristian sympathy. The 
spirit of universal eympathy was held 
in the past by the great master minds, 
Jesus, Gautama and Confucius, but 
for ages it was absent from the com- 
mon mind.” 


Growth of Sympathy. 


In Mlustration of this statement 
Mrs. (Murphy the spirit of in- 
tolerance that prevailed in the r- 


formation period, when catholics nd 
protestants outsed each other as dogs 
and rreprobates for whom eternal pun- 
ishment was reserved. 

“Today,’’ the speaker continued, “we 
do not conceive of @ God less kind 
than ourselves. (Applause). 

“In no way does this spirit of uni- 
versal sympathy find more character- 
istic and suitable expression than in 
the erection and maintenance of hos- 
pitals.”’ 

Having dwelt upon the debt whicn 
man owes to the physician and sur- 
geon, the speaker called forth fur- 
ther applause by reference to the debt 
we owe. to ‘the little woman in white 
uniform who keeps vigil by our bed 
when all the world sleeps.’ 

“Nurses have sometimes been called 
angels. Angels should rather be called 
nurses. God saw a good woman nurs- 
ing the sick, and copied the angels off 
her.”” 

Referring gratefully to the support 
given in the past to the work, Mrs. 
Murphy closed with an eloquent ap- 
peal for the support of the bylaw. 

(Mr. A. ©. Fraser, president of the 
hospital board, followed with a brief 
address.. He spoke feelingly of the 
werk done by the ladies for the hos- 
pital, remarking that they might 
thank Heaven that this country was 


not entirely, as Mrs. Murphy had de- 
scribed it—“a man’s country.” 
Nurses Efficient. 

"We have in the prosont hospital.” 
said Mr, F r, “as good a staff of 
nurses as y to be found anywhere. 
It is only use we have had such 
an excellent staff that we have been 
able to do even passable work, with 
the inadequate facilities of the exist- 
ing building.” 

Mr. Frasef, continuing, stated that 
in expressing the wish for a néw hos- 
pital he did not wish in any way to 
east reflections on the work done in 
the institutions managed by the sis- 
ters of the Roman Church. He was 
proud of the work they had done, 
and were doing, but he belfeved that 
the establishment of a thoroughly 
modern citizens’ hospital would help 
“il the existing institutions. 

The building which it was proposed 
to erect would be designed by a hos- 
pital expert from Chicago, and woyld 
accommodate 110 patients. In it 
there would be departments for the 
treatment of every kind of disease. 

Referring to the fact that one-third 
of the dmount required would come 
from the large corporations, Mr. Fra- 
ser femarked: “This is where we get 
back at our good friends the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co, We will have the 
pleasure of extracting from them 
$55,000 as a contribution towards this 
hospital. 

“The terms are easy. The pay- 
ments will be spread over forty years. 
An individual assessed at $1,000 will 
pay 45¢ per annum, For the actual 
work of erection there will be paid 
out in wages $89,200, and about $33,- 
000 will be spent locally tor construc- 
tion materials." 

Ald. Hyndman’s Address. 

Ald, J. D, Hyndman said he thought 
people should be compelled to con- 
tribute to hospitals as they are to oth- 
er necessities of a modern city, Under 
the system which had prevailed the 
burden had fallen on the few. 

“Compel everyone to pay what he 
is able to pay,” said Ald. Hyndman, 
“and when he finds it necessary to 
make use of the hospital he will be 
able to do so with the feeling that it 
is his right, and without loss of self- 
respect. 

“Further, if we are dependent upon 
the voluntary subscriptions of a few 
individuals we ean enforce no higher 
standard of equipment and adminis- 
tration than they are willing to give 
us. With the money of the whole 
people behind the institution we can 
bring every department to a condi- 
tion of the highest efficiency.” 

Ald. Hyndman said that he regard- 
ed it as an honor to have been pern- 
mitted to propose this bylaw in the 
city council, and he felt confident 
that it would receive the support of 
the citizens. 

On the platform with his honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor were: His hon- 
or’s private secretary, Mr. G. H .Bab- 
bet; Messrs. K! W. McKenzie, T. M. 
Turnbull, A. C. Fraser, J. D. Hynd- 
man, and Dr. Duncan Smith, mem- 
bers of the board of directors; and 
Mrs Arthur Murphy, Mrs. G. W. 
Swaisland and Mrs. Riddell, of the 
Ladies’ Hospital Aid. 

In the course of the afternoon band 
selections were provided by the 101st 
Regimental Band, the Salvation Army 
Band and the Caledonian Pipers’ 
Band. 


CANOE UPTURNED ON 
THE SASKATCHEWAN 


Two Edmonton Young Men Named 
Broderick and Smallian Have A 
Narrow Escape From A Watery 
Grave Near the Old Hudson Bay 
Fort. 


Two young Edmonton men, Chris 
Broderick of the Provincial Public 
Works Department and Ernest Smal- 
lian, a mail carrier for the city post 
office, had a narrow escape from 
drowning in the Saskatchewan last 
night about seven o'clock, Had it 
not been for the coolness and activity 
of two young lads, ten years of age, 
named Smith and Talbot, who were 
bathing near by, they would undoubt- 
edly have met a watery grave. 

Broderick and Smallian are the 
owners of a canoe and with the in- 
tention of crossing the river in front 
of the old Hudson’s Bay fort, put out 
from one of the testing piers. They 
had gone out about sixty or seventy 
feet when the canoe suddenly got side 
on to the swift current and capsized. 

Neither Could Swim, 

Neither of the young men could 
swim, but Smallian managed to seize 
the upturned boat while Broderick 
held on to his companion, The cur- 
rent carried them nearer the centre 
of the river and as Smallian had but 
a poor hold of the boat their situa- 
tion was a most precarious one, 

Calls Attracted Attention, 

Their calls for help attracted people 
on the shore and the two young lads, 
Smith and Talbot, with remarkable 
presence of mind ran to a flat bot- 
tomed boat lying on the shore near by 
and put out as quickly as possible to 
their assistance. Meanwhile the two 
young men were becoming ‘weaker 
and weaker and spectators on shore 
who were powerless to lend aid watch- 
ed with horror what appeared to be cer- 
tain death, 

Boys Reached Canoe. 

But the two boys in the flat-bottomed 
dory rowed with all their might to the 
fast weakening mon and reached them 
just as Broderick was about to let go. 
He was seized by the hair by one of the 
boys and pulled into the boat which 
Smaltian was able with slight aesistance 
to pull himself into the saving craft. 

They were taken to the bank little 
the worse of their experience, save the 
wetting.
